No. 4, date 
of blooming. No. 5, is it hardy? No. 6, color of fruit. No. 7, is it evergreen? 
No. 8, is it broad-leafed? If in our opinion the tree or shrub is hardy as far 


north as the state of Massachusetts, it is marked as hardy, but hardiness should 


be investigated unless you plan to experiment.
